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EDITORIAL 


Turn Out for Tuesday^ Primaries! 


Every other year when the primaries roll around, some 


newspapers cajole, badger and bother readers about voting. 


Needless to say, only a small proportion of those who 


wade through knee-deep editorials are induced to get out 
and vote for the men in their party who thev think are quali- 
fied. 


There is an obvious point about primaries, however, and j 


the background of the primary itself will explain it: 
-. 


- Back at the turn of the century, all nominations were 


decided at party conventions and caucuses. Professional 
politicians picked those who would run under the party's 
banner. Political heretics, those who didn't see eye-to-eye 
with the party powers, had no chance to run independently. 
They just got run over when they rebelled. 


Late in the 19th century, however, a widespread reac- 


tion set in for a.reform of tightly-controlled nominations. 
The direct primary took its place in the reform movement, 
along with the referendum, the recall and the direct election 
of senators. 


Robert LaFollette was the first to institute the direct 


primary, doing so in Wisconsin in 1903. 
From there, it 


spread rapidly, though not without opposition, throughout 
the country. 


The obvious point is that the primary gives the party— 


in its widest sense—the power to nominate candidates. It 
gives the rank-and-file voter a chance to say who'll wear his 
party's colors. 


Essentially, the direct primary brings a greater degree 


of democracy to the nominating procedure. 


The flaw—and there's always a flaw—is that party vot- 


ers show little or no interest in the primary. By so doing, 
they merely turn back to the most potent minority in the 
party the power to pick the standard-bearer. 


The primary- should be the process of democracy with- 


in the party. When left to a minority, the process usuallv 
slants toward the benefit of the few. 


Briefly, party primaries are precisely what party mem-
